Sybil, (goes to mantel and looks at herself in glass over 
mantel) I always admired a nurse's costume. (Jumps up 
and down looking into glass) Yes, I think the skirt hangs 
all right. Oh, I think it's a sweet dress ! So simple, and 
so modest and yet sp— well, fetching— that's the word. It 
seems such a pity only to wear it once— just for a fancy 
dress ball — when it's my one ambition to be a nurse in 
reality. I wonder why Dad objects. Whenever I men- 
tion it, he just laughs and says, " Stuff and nonsense I 
A pretty nurse you'd make," (looks into glass again) 
M'yes — I think I would make rather a pretty nurse ; but, 
there, it's the dress that does it ! I wish I could just nurse 
one case — just for practice, (in front of glass) Why, 
how stupid of me ! I haven't put the cap on and that's 
half the battle.

I think I've broken something in my 
wrist. I know I've broken the bicycle ! I never saw such 
a jumble of spokes and handle-bare in my life. It looked 
like an umbrella frame or a wire entanglement. 

Enter Sybil c. with cap on. 

Hullo, what a pretty girl !
